LADY CROMER DISPENSARY. 


It is now nearly a year since the second 
branch of Lady Cromer’s Dispensary for sick 
children was opened in the Taloun quarter, and 
within the next few weeks the old house is to be 
discarded for more airy and convenient ac- 
comodation in a better situation near the 
Citadel. A visit to the present honse is an 
experience to those who are fresh to the condi- 
tions of native life and a very convincing lesson 
as to the incaculable benefit of the dispensary 
with regard to the juvenile population of that 
overcrowded quarter. 

That ancient and dilapidated looking house 
in 4ts narrow, dilapilated-looking street, with 
its reek of the essence of native humanity, 
has within these last twelve months become 
such a haven of refuge that its namé has been 
spread’ far and wide throughout Cairo and its 
suburbs. Many an anxious mother has tradged 
long weary miles to seek relief for her suffer- 
ing babe: many a tiny patient has learnt its 
way across that threshold and up the narrow 
stairs. The waiting room day after day is lined 
with patient women sitting round the walls, 
awaiting the time when each may submit her 
little one to the doctor's hands. The average 
number of cases treated per diem at the Taloun 
branch is over 140 and on “busy days it is no 
unusual thing for some 170 to be treated. 

The original dispensary in Boulac, which has 
been in existence now for nearly two years, 
wedrs quite a prosperous look in comparison’ 
with that in Taloun. It enjoys a far more 
open position away from evil-smelling shops 
and streets, and everything about it is as 
sweet and clean as European methods can 
make it, The daily attendance here amounts 


to some 100 cases and these include the? 


usual complaints of the country,. both surgical 
and medical. It would be interesting to know 
the proportion of lasting cures that have 
been effected since the dispensary was first 
opened ; but it is impossible to keep any 
record of the little patients when once’ their 
visits cease. According to the report of last 
spring the number of cases treated during this 
corresponding month last year was 1587: 
this last month the total number of cases 
treated in both branches shonld total nearly 
four times that number. 

It is not.necessary here to dwell on the 
personal efforts of those on the committee and 
the staff who have laboured so earnestly in 
the carrying out of the work originated by 
Lady Cromer. It rests with the public at 
large to encourage and assist the cause and 
to do its share in making these dispensaries 
fitting and worthy memorials of the gracious 
lady. whose name they bear.

Whitmarsh, now seventy-three years old, 
went from Philadelphia to Germany in 1876; 
and from there to Greece, where he became 
one of the engineers on the Corinth Canal. In 
1882 he went to Egypt and entered the service 
of the government tobore for oil at Gemseh 
and Gabelzait, on the borders of the Red Sea. 
He became an expert, and made many valuable 
discoveries of brimstone deposits, and gained 
a complete knowledge of the territory rich in 
petroleom and sulphur, This came to the atten- 
tion of Gen. Harrison in 1899, when he was 
Consul-General. 

At his invitation, Whitmarsh’ visited. the 
Consulate, and described the district and what 
it produced. He was directed to return to the 
Red Sea; and to obtain samples of the oil and 
the sulphur, and bring them to Cairo. The 
Consul-General entered into an agreement with 
him, written on the letterhead of the Consulate, 
which was in direct violation of the Consolar 
regulations. Following is a copy :

ment of Native Stock, generally called the 
Cyprus Stock Committee. This farm was 
established by the late High Commissioner, 
Sir W. F. Haynes Smith, in 1903, with the 
excellent intention of making it serve as a trial 
ground for the ‘cultivation of new varieties of 
cereal and other crops, the seed from which 
could be made available for native farmers ; for 
the demonstration of modern methods of 
husbandry with improved agricultural imple- 
ments ; for experiments in the application of 
artificial manures and, generally, to afford 
practical instruction in such up to date farm 
and garden operations as might be applitable 
to local conditions. It was also originally 
contemplated to form an agricultural school 
there for young natives who might thus become 
qualified for positions in the Agricultural 
Department or to manage their own or other 
properties, This latter scheme, unfortunately, 
never came into existence. The farm itself has, 
probably,'not realised all that was intended by 
its founder. A considerable sum was spent in 
the construction of extensive -farm buildings, 
and in the laying out of the property, and 
funds were not forthcoming to stock it in an 
adequate manner. It has, however, been of 
some value as a trial ground for imported 
cereal seed, and some fine new varieties of 
wheat and cotton -have been successfully pro- 
duced, asalso some new kinds of forage crops 
which, it is thought, may prove a valuable 
addition to the green cattle foods hitherto 
grown here by cattle breeders and graziers. 
Under the new management.it is believed 
that the work at the farm will be principally 
the introduction of good breeds of cattle and 
poultry to mix with the native strains, and it 
well managed, this work should be, in time, 
of much practical use in. raising the standard 
and increasing the quantity of Cypriot live 
stock. The work of experimenting with various 
crops and artificial manures will; it is under- 
stood, be continued by the Agricultural De- 
partment in the Government gardens under 
its control and direction.
